War Food Administration points out that no such ban applies to truck 
shipments. Due to container shortages, second hand fibre egg cases 
should be used whenever possible for truck shipments- — to provide 
the maximum supply of wooden cases (new or second-hand) and new fibre 
cases for use in rail shipments. 

New fibre egg cases are acceptable for rail shipment. Producers, 
processors and dealers who ship by truck can help the general contain* 
er shortage appreciably if they will use only second hand fibre egg 
cases for this type of shipping. 

No increases in previously set quotas for new wooden or fibre egg 
cases .are anticipated and a generally tight container situation is 
likely to continue for an indefinite period. 
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Some sections of the region report adequate stocks of many types of used containers, 
Consignees receiving fresh fruits and vegetables are being urged to salvage for 
reuse all containers possible*
